Reverend R« >inartz hud eh urge of tlm 
m« *eting, and nmionnecd the hymn, in 
the singing of which all joined heartily. 
A brief but touching addn'ss in (» ernum 
was followed by an ••lociuE'iit api« *ul f(T 
a blessing npon the isH» ple then> as- 
S4*mbl*Hl, and that by a sh(» rt addreas. 
The c» >ngregation then formed on th« » 
pavement, and marcheil on Fifth stnnd 
to Jack son, to the church. 
A large crowd had assE'inhhHl at the 
church to witiK'ss the ceremoni« ‘S of 
diHlication, and gave w ay toth*> congre­ 
gation wdnm th<‘y arrivf'd. 
‘‘W ith the 
Lord Thy W ork Began” was snug, and 
was followed by the reading of tlu> 122d 
Psalm by the pastor. The ehoir renderi'd 
a Iwuntifnl selection, and John (’ain, tin* 
contractor, handed the k eys of the 
church to RevETcnd Reinartz. 
Thei 
cer**mouy of ojKniing tlu* d(K» r was 
passiKl thrim gh, 
and 
lead by tl» *ir 
piistor the cx jngregation 
enter« *d tin- 
sacred edifice. 
Miss Ida O. Agm-r, the 
organist, phiy<‘d a bi*antifnl seb'ction 
while tluHTOwd filled the sE-uts, and the 
mini.sti'rs took their phu'*« at the altar 
The interval gave those who had not 
seen the interior of the church an <.p- 
portnnity to e.Taminc w ith some care its 
iN'unti« *. 
Psalm H4 w'Jis read by the iMistor, and 
the dedicatory prayer, earnest and elo­ 
quent, was offered up. 
“ Ix ils't den 
Ht*rrn” was splendidly snng by the 
choir, and as its inspiring strains di<*<l in 
the church. Rev. F. C. Lsnnpk e, 
Roc Imhs - 
ter, began the liturgy. 
At the close of 
the responsive service Reverend Ri'in- 
artz delivETed the dedicatory sermon. 
It was in German and a masterly E-ffort, 
Rev. J. G. Reinartz clifKme as his 
tex t (iem'sis 28;17, .the words of the 
patriarch Jac( b. 
‘‘This is none other 
but the house of (4o<l and this is the 
gate of heaven.” 
In his iutr(Mlnction he refi>rr*'d to the 
joyons nature of the occasion. H» ‘si>ok<i 
fw'lingly of the fact that the arduous 
lalwr in en‘cting tlmir house of worship 
was at last r< wanlwl, and the sjicritice« 
of the congregation merit<‘d the succEiss 
whieh gn eted th» 'in on all sides; that 
now th» ‘ir chnrch was a pl<>usant ulssle 
to the weary and h**avv larlen ; a Isw i- 
tiful place wliere honor is given to Him 
whose 
w’oi’ship 
the 
clmrch 
has 
conswratE'd. 
He ex horted his hearers 
to sei'k a firm foundation resting njx m 
the old yet ever new giwiiel of Ji*sus 
C hrist; whose word endureth forever; 
to leave Ix diind whatev(‘r is not mlopt« cl 
to the saercx lm*HS of the place, and to 
come 
and w'c» rship w ith 
undividc-d 
hearts. 
He then announced as his 
them e, ‘‘The Believer In His New House 
of W orship,” of which the following is 
a brief synopsis: 
“ I, W hat he brings—devotion. ‘How 
holy is this place.’ 
“ II. W hat he sees—the house of God. 
“ This is none other but the house of 
G od.” 
“ HI. W hat 
he seek s—the gjite o f 
heaven. 
“ This is the gate of heaveu,” 
“ I. W hat he brings—devotion. ‘How 
holy is this place.’ 
If the hciurt urg**s 
the believer to the house of w’orship, he 
will not appear therein empty, for his 
ear is opened and his spirit comptds a 
devotional attitude. 
He realizes that 
millicms lik e him enter the sanctuaries 
of God, and lay their burdens bc-fore the 
Searcher of all hearts. The devout w or­ 
shipper must alw'ays regret that God’s 
holy temple should be deiiecrated by 
thcjse thiugs which in themselves i>ar- 
tak e o f the nature of w'orldlinefw. Here 
stands this beautiful building of (iod, 
plain and simple in adornm ent, ever 
bidding those hungering for the blood 
and thirsting for the w ater of life enter 
and seek Him who alone is the way, 
the truth and the life. 
"II, W hat he see» —The houwiof God 
•This is none c^her but the house of 
God.’ 
“ Bererrence tow ard and in the house 
of God is one of the prime characteristics 


of the Christian. 
His outw ard life and 
conduct must ever b» ' in harm cny w ith 
t he sacrtHlness of the plac e. 
Huch rcver- 
enc« c*, howc'ver, should not lead him to 
supt'rstition, for he k nows that God 
dwells not in temples made w ith hands, 
but we stand in nc'ed of a house' of (Jcx l 
in ordc'r that we may be rootc'd and 
gmunclc'd in thc^ holy faith which is tc» 
issue in salvation, and whc'r« » we may 
l>end our k nee's b e fw ' the lx » rd, and by 
our faith in him be» justific*d. 
Here* we 
must forgc't c'arthly. things. 
Her» ' the 
world 
w ith its furmccils, earc» « and 
trouble's m ast vanish, and th» ' heart 
must ascc'ud to the' throw n of the* Most 
High, to sc'c'k stre ngth for life's battle*.

” 8ie ist fetst gre'gui'ndet” was the an­ 
them given by the choir, and the Knglish 
» ermon was preache*d by Rev. R. M 
Hiiutli. of Bude'ii. 
“ W e will not feersjik e* 
the* house of our (tod,” the last clause' of 
the .SDth vcTse of the IDth chaptc'r 
o f 
Nehemiah, was his tc'x t, unrt the gentle 
man s{K)k e w ith great earne*stne'ss. 
H 
rc'vie'we'd the history of the chnrch fnun 
the' day a few followeers of thee faith 
giithe'rcHl in this place to worship afte 
their own fashion and aeecoreling te» thi'ir 
conscic'nct*« , and e'emiing down through 
the tnals, elise'ounige'nmntsand trium phs 
of the years that followeed, brought his 
hc'arc'rsto the ble>Hsingsof tex lay. 
It was 
interesting and 
scholarly, a si*rmon 
wliich showc'd careful pre'jx tration and 
e'x ee'ptional ability. 
A fter Revere'iid R einartz had made 
the annemnce'inents, Des'tor T. B. Rotl 
six ik e for a few minutes, and the offe r- 
ing was tuk f'ti.

W ashington, Nov. HO.—The annual 
report of Daniel N. Morgan, treasurer 
of the United States, shows the net 
ordinary revenues of tile government 
during the fiscal year ended June 80, 
1806, to have been 1828,876,200 and the 
expenditures $862,178,446, leaving a de­ 
ficiency for the year of $26,208,246 or 
$17,601,977 less than during the pre­ 
ceding fiscal year. 
The report shows that during the 
last fiscal year there was an increase of 
$7,868,184 in the receipts from customs, 
an increase of $2,841,192 from internal 
revenue sources ; au increase of $2,479,- 
622 from miscellaneous sources, and a 
loss of $97,828 from the sale of public 
lauds, making the net increase iii the 
receipts $18,586,126. The decrease iii 
the expenditures amounted to $4,016,862.

W AflVtNOTON, Nov. 80.—It is not 
probable that the house at the coming 
session of congress, which begins 
week from today can dispose of mach 
of the projsmcd legislation which en­ 
cumber* its calendars. 
Little is usu­ 
ally accomplished at the short session 
beyond the passage of the regular sup­ 
ply bills. 
Still the house with its in 
strumentalities for the expedition of 
busmens can accomplish a great deal in 
a brief time 
The question of legisla 
tion for additional revenue* for the gov 
ernuient will depend on the senate, to 
which Itody the house sent the Dingely 
bill almost a year ago. 
Should it be 
impossible, or be deemed inexpedient to 
press flint measure through the senate 
there is, of course, a possibility that 
the proposal to increase the revenue by 
an additional tax on lieor or the iinpo 
sition of a duty on tea, coffee, etc., 
may take tangible form, and if so, such 
legislation must originate, under the 
constitution, in the lower brunch of 
congress. 
There are on the several calendars of 
the house 1,465 hills reported from the 
various committee* and tho proportion 
which will pass at the coming session 
must be, necessary, almost infinitrasi- 
mal. 
Most of them are, of course, pri­ 
vate bills of which there are 1,100 but 
there are also 266 bills on the calendar

were put on the sundry civil bill at the 
last session as a rider of the senate but 
the bill was vetoed by the president aud 
they were then dropped.

Washington, Nov. 80.“ T hePo«t in a 
table letter from London will print to­ 
morrow an advance cop J of an im port- 
nit letter w ritten by Hon. W illiam E. 
Chandler, senator from New Hamp­ 
shire, for the December inane of The 
National 
Review, the 
Conservative 
monthly, in which he discusses the late 
election from a Republican standpoint. 
His principal object is to encourage 
Euro{>ean bimetallists to continue their 
propaganda. 
In opening his article he *iys : 
“ Eu­ 
ropean bimetallists need not believe 
that the selection of McKinley and Ho­ 
bart by overwhelming m ajorities is a 
decision to perm anently accede to the

tingle gold 
standard. 
The 
Bryan 
proposition was soon seen by the Amer­ 
ican voters to be simply that the United 
.States should adopt silver monometall­ 
ism.” 
He then says the defeat of Bryan was 
not due to the silver plank iii the plat­ 
form, but to other planks. 
He saia the 
American people also w anted a vigor­ 
ous foreign policy and protective tariff. 
Then he say s: 
“That the U nited States is opposed 
to the single gold standard, and is in 
favor of retracting in due course and 
with careful regard to the national 
honor the steps taken in the demone­ 
tization of silver until both gold and 
silver shall lie adm itted to the free coin­ 
age at the ratio of 15h, to I, and made 
the standard money of the world, and 
the measure of the values of the world— 
is a proposition which would receive 
the suffrages of four-fifths of our voters, 
if this proposition alone could be fairly 
presented to them, even w ithout further 
debate. 
“To such convictions entertained by 
a vast m ajority of American voters 
committed to bimetallism, the friends 
of such a monetary system confidently 
appeal. 
The question is not one of four 
years, nor yet of a decade. 
It may 
take as long to rem onetize silver as it 
has taken to realize the paralyzing in­ 
fluence 
of demonetization. 
But the 
fact that six out of thirteen millions of 
American voters have given their bal­ 
lots for the im mediate free silver coin­ 
age by the U nited States alone shows 
that the question is one which must 
be compromised aud adjusted in some 
way. 
The advocates of gold monomet­ 
allism are crying out that the silver 
question is dead, They hope, but really 
believe th at this is true. 
Never was it 
more im portant for bim etallists to exert 
themselves. 
Mr. McKinley is pledged

The usual way for seeds to be carried 
is by the wind.
